GERMANY IN MOURNING. 


Tune Death of Emperor William 
1 Officially Announced. 
Lonpon, March 9.—Yesterday was 

a day of excitement in this city, on 
account of the dispatches received 
from Reuter’s and other newsagencies 
announcing the death of the Emperor 
of Germany. These dispatches were 
contradicted every time, and when 
night came on there was a general 
feeling of uncertainty and dissatisfac- 
tion with the way the reports were sent 
out. 

Tae German embassy was besieged 
by callers al! the afternoon, anxious to 
learn the latest news from the German 
capital. No bulletins were posted, and 
the embassy received no official notifi- 
cation of the Emperor’s death, and all 
the dispatches making such statement 
were received at other places 

The reason these false dispatches 
were sent and given such publicity 
was that the Emperor went off in a 
swoon boat five o’elock in the after- 
noon and remained so for an hour. 
During this time he became very cold 


and his pulse waxso faint that the phy- 
sicians ‘a attendance, ae well as the 
relatives at the bedside, were deceived 
and thought that the end had come. 
In a short time the Berlin a the hie 
uad out extgas andouncing the 
peror’s death, and soon the telegraph 
wires were scatiering the false report 
in all directions. The Kaiser, ;how- 
ever, rallied about sik o’clock, and at 
seven he was partaking of nourish- 
ment and speaking a few words to the 
watchers at his bedside. As soon as 
his death was announced in the even- 
icg a crowd began to assemble outsi-ie 
the palace, and it continued to swell in 
numbers until the streets were jammed 
with people. All was orderiy and 
quiet, however, and when the people 
were informed that the repori of the 
Emperor's death was premature, they 
refused to believe it, and declared that 
it was contra ſcted only to conceal the 
truth from tbe people. 

The Emperor had been unconscious 
most of the time yesterday, and fo: 
several hours he lay in a comatose con- 
dition. All the members ot the royal 
household were in attendance at the 

ace exce>t the Crown Prince. 


bedside of his. grandfather, and the 
other members of the family were 
near by. Before the night was over 
the Kaiser took leave of all present 
and spoke a few words to each. He 
was at this time conscious and realized 
his condition thorcughly, and insisted 
on saying what he wished to, as he 
stom that he only bad a short time to 
ive.

Shortly after eight 
o’clock all the members of the family 
staging at the talace, the court 
dignitaries, Generals and Min- 
isters of State, were summoned to the 
chamber in which the Emperor was 
dying. The Emperor was in a half- 

sitting position ona camp bedstead. 
All the members of the royal family 
took their places at the bedstead, and 
the room was crowded. Prince Wil- 
lian stood nearest the Emperor, half- 
bending over the couch. He earnestly 
| watched the fave of the dying mon- 
arch until he expired.
